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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Beall does not teach 
that the organic compound with the lower weight loss onset temperature is substantially removed prior to the release of the organic 
compound with the higher onset temperature while also providing an oxidizing environment. In the specification, the applicant fails to 
define what substantially removed means. In other words, he has failed to indicated a specified amount of the organic that should be 
removed before the subsequent organic begins to burn off. Beall teachs at least a portion of the binder is removed during drying. As a 
result, the remainder will be removed thereafter. This later removed amount could be a substantial amount of the binder. Accordingly, the 
Beall reference continues to read on the claim. Additionally, in making his ceramic article, Beall uses the same binder (Methocel F240), 
as well as an oil or oil-based compound, as the applicant. Resultantly, the same process of removal of these two organics (substantial 
sequential removal) should occur following drying. Regarding the oxidizing atmosphere, drying typically takes place in air, i.e. an oxidizing 
atmosphere, unless stated otherwise. Beall does not limit his teaching to any particular type of atmosphere, i.e. hydrogen or nitrogen; 
therefore, the drying of his ceramic article is presumed to occur in air. For these reasons, Beall continues to read on the claims. 

Finally, the applicant argues that to achieve substantial removal of the first organic prior to the second organic, firing conditions must be 
employed such as holding the furnace temperature below the weight loss onset temperature of the second organic for a time until the first 
is substantially removed. The applicant fails to teach this limitation in his claims. As a result, the prior art applied in the rejections is not 
required to meet this limitation. 
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
